EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 1-4, 7-17, 19, 
22, 24-26, 28 and 31-40 is the inclusion therein of the limitations of the method of 
printing and the print head comprises an array of repeating nozzle groups of the four 
colors arrange in a row, wherein nozzles of the same ink color in each respective group 
being arranged in blocks. These limitations are neither suggested nor taught by the prior 
art of record, alone or in combination as claimed.
